My  great  Grandfather , Christian  Wengerd 
came  from  the  Old  Country . (Germany , I  think) 
I  do  not  know  if  his  wife  came  with  him 
or  note  ^ 

Christian  died  in  1882  at  the  age  of  96 
years  and  5  month. 

We  have  a  cousin  Mrs.Lovina  S.  Erey 
still  living, wiio  will  be  97  on  May  15,1963# 
My  fathers  parents  were  Jacob  J.  Hersh¬ 
berger  and  Magdalena  Wengerd — Mother’s 
parents  were  Isaac  D. Miller  and  Eeroncia 
Miller. 

After  father  died  mother  married  again 
to  Manass  M. Hershberger .Eather  was  blind 
four  years. 

While  my  parents  were  living  in  Indiana j 
Mother  went  to  Holmes  County  to  visit Y 
taking  their  only  child, Moses , with  her. 
While  in  Holmes, Moses  took  sick  with 
Cholara  Infantum. Word  was  send  to  Eather 
but  Moses  had  died  before  father  got 
there 0  How  sad  it  must  have  been  to  go 
home  and  leave  a  new  made  grave  behind. 

I, Noah  0 oHershberger  was  married  at 
Middlefield,Ohio — Dec.4r1902.  Eight  weeks 
later  on  January  30,1903  the  Burton  Bank 
failed  where  my  savings  had  been  invested. 
All  my  wife  and  I  had  left  was  the  horse 
and  buggy„All  I  ever  got  out  of  the  bank 
was  70  per.  dollar  in  9  years  time. 

One  unusual  incident  I  still  remember 
happened  when  I  was  12  or  13  years  old. 

One  night  brother  Crist  got  up  in  his 
sleep  and  slipped  out  of  the  house  and 
down  the  road  in  his  night  clothes. 

He  was  less  then  two  years  old  and  if  it 
hadn’t  been  for  Eearly,a  dog  he  was  much 
attached  to, he  probably  would  have  been 
lost. 
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When  he  awoke  or  turned  around  to  go  back 
he  had  gone  f  mile, and  over  three  bridges 0 
His  tracks  could  be  plainly  seen  in  the 
sand  as  it  had  rain-ed  just  a  little  and 
the  dogs"  tracks  followed  all  the  way 0 The 
hired  girl, Anna  Miller, later  John  Fisher fs 
2nd  wife , awoke  and  heard  little  Grist  cry¬ 
ing  outside  the  house 0 

When  I  was  1 1 ,m y  parents  moved  from  Lag- 
range  County  Indiana  to  Geauga  County  Ohio. 
When  the  conductor  came  to  take  the  tickets, 
brother  Joe  stretched  up  and  looked  out  of 
the  window 0 The  conductor  said  to  Dad.  "You. 
have  to  pay  half  fare  for  that  fellow" 0  (I 
was  the  oldest, but  the  smallest).

(by  Neil  I.  Hershberger)

The  White  Oak  still  continues  to  grow. 

The  sweetest  product, the  Maple  will  give, 
Giving  not  taking  as  long  as  it  lives. 
What  better  example  of  love  could  it  be? 
A  wonderful  lesson  to  take  from  a  TEEE. 

At  the  age  of  14  when  Father  was  54,1  well 
recall  how  much  we  needed  a  new  barn,  to  re¬ 
place  the  two  old  barns .Father ,  being  a  very 
conservative  man, did  not  want  to  go  in  debt, 
for  fear  he  could  not  pay  his  bills.  For  a 
long  time  he  put  up  with  what  he  had,  trying 
to  get  enough  saved  up  to  later  build  the 
much  needed  barn.  It  so  happened  that  bro¬ 
ther  Joe  and  Uncle  DoD. Miller  were  available 
to  do  carpenter  work  so  farther  was  persuaded 
to  build o 

In  1904  a  new  bank  barn  40  x  60-straw  shed; 
18x30  was  built.  M„  Olds  was  the  mason.  He 
came  7  miles  on  horseback, riding  a  western 
bronkOo  He  was  an  expert  mason  and  worked  10 
hours  a  day  at  300  an  hour .The  wall  was  all 
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built  of  stone  and  is  still  in  good  condit- 
ion0 VoDoMiller  moved  in  with  his  saw  mill 
and  did  the  sawing  for  $3.00  per  thousand e 

DcD, Miller  was  boss  carpenter  until  the> 
frame  was  up0  He  worked  for  $2o50  a  day, 
Brother  Joe  got  $2.00  and  Henry  J0 Kurtz,  a 
1 9  year  old  who  was  a  good  strong  but  green 
hand  worked  for  $1 o00  a  day0  The  barn  was 
complete  by  fall  with  siding  and  red-cedar 
shingles(still  on)0Paint  and  hardware  was 
bought  and  paint  applied 0 The  total  cost  of 
the  barn  and  strawshed  was  $1200. While  the 
barr^was  being  built  the  Burton  Bank  failed 
and  father  would  have  had  nearly  a  total1 
loss  of  his  savings  had  he  not  built  when 
he  dido  Many  folks  were  saying  that  such  a 
big  barn  will  never  be  needed  as  at  that 
time  it  wasMPoor  Geauga" ,( sour  soil) , A  30X 
30  addition  and  a  silo  has  been  added  and 
many  times  since  there  wasnft  enough  room 
to  hold  the  hay  and  straw. 

In  1 909  we  ordered  a  car  load  of  lime¬ 
stone,  (the  first  of  that  lime  I  can  remem¬ 
ber)  o  The  results  were  the  first  good  crop 
of  clover  to  been  seen  around 0  To  my  opin¬ 
ion  that  was  about  the  turning  point  of 
progressive  farming  in  Geauga  County 0

In  1916  at  the  age  of  26,  soon  after  the 
death  of  brother  Jonas  who  died  of  quick 
consumption  and  erysipelas  of  the  face, 

I  had  a  complete  nervous  breakdown.  I  was 
failing  in  health  so  fast  and  the  doctor 
thinking  I  was  following  brother  Jonas, 
recommended  a  change  of  climate. I  was  very 
unwilling  to  go,  being  such  a  state  that  I 
could  not  see  the  bright  side  of  anything. 

Being  urged  by  our  relatives,  plans  were 
made  for  us  to  leave  on  March  28,1916  for 
Thomas , Oklahoma 0 Our  group  consisting  of  my 
father , mother , brother  Menno,my  wife  Lizzie- 
ann, doughters  Ella, 2  year  and  baby  Fannie, 

4  weeks  old,  and  I  started  from  Garrets  - 
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villerOhio  for  the  journey  into  a  strange 
lando  When  we  finially  reached  Thomas, Okla. 
We  were  met  by  brother  Noah  who  was  living 
there  at  the  time. The  following  day  I  went 
to  Dr0Geadefs  Sanitarium P The  Dr* was  a  very 
nice  German  man  who  read  much  in  the  New 
Testement  and  would  kneel  down  and  pray 
with  his  sick  patients* Rates  were  $12*50  a 
week v including  daily  baths 9  board, room  and 
medicine o The  Dr.  worked  hard  and  faithfull 
but  it  seemed  to  no  avail  as  I  was  still 
going  down0Much  could  be  said  about  the 
many  kind  and  helpful  people  who  were  so 
good  to  uSo  Sisters  Sarah, (Mrs 0JCB„ Yoder ) , 
Fannie , (Mrs * Harvey  Byler)?and  brother  Crist 
came  out  to  see  me?  and  at  times  we  were, 
so  home  sick*  Finiaily  after  being  on  a 
milk  diet  for  4  weeks, signs  of  blood 'again 
appeared  and  the  Good  Lord  willed  it  so 
that  I  began  to  get  betternWe  were  all  able 
to  come  back  to  Ohio  late  in  July0We  had  a 
sale  in  September  and  left  the  farm  for  3 
years 9 and  again  slowly  regained  my  health. 

A  sad  experience  still  to  come;My  health 
being  restored ,we ?a  happy  family^  returned 
to  my  birthplace  farm  in  1919c  Six  yea'rs  ' 
later  while  we  were  building  a  new  house 
my  wife's  health  was  gradually  failing, and 
she  peacefully  left  us  at  6:00  P„M„ April  17 
1926o I  was  left  a  brokenhearted  father  with 
six  children  age  from  5  mo,  to  12  years.

Our  parents  lived  in  Lagrange  Co 0,  Ind. 
close  to  Grandfather  Jacob  Hershbergers  0 
They  lived  with  Jonathon  Hershbergers  , 
where  we  spent  many  happy  hours 0  Mother ?s 
health  was  not  so  good  in  Ind«,  and  with 
much  homesickness  she  wished  to  live  in 
Ohio  again. The  house  was  old  and  small  as 
the  family  got  larger  and  father  dreaded 
building  a  new  house e 

I  still  remember  when  father  went  to 
Geauga  to  see  about  a  new  location0  I  was 
then  6v  years  old, and  didn?t  realize  what 
it  all  meant .  When  father  came  back  and 
told  mother  of  the  home  place  he  planned 
for, it  meant  so  much  to  her. He  said  it  was 
a  big  house  with  a  big  cellar, which  mother 
was  very  glad  for.  (We  had  only  a  spring- 
house  in  Indiana,) 

It  seemed  sad  to  leave  Grandads  and  the 
Tone  Hershberger  children,  especially  Mat- 
tie  and  Annie. When  we  came  to  Geauga  there 
were  only  a  few  Amish  families  living  there 
and  we  did  have  much  homesickness,  for  our 
old  home  and  freinds.As  time  went  on  we  got 
aquainted  with  new  friends. I  well  remember 
that  brother  Noah  and  Joe-  had  to  work  out 
quite  young,  to  help  make  payments  on  the 
new  home,  but  never  saw  the  time  that  we 
didnTt  have  enough  to  eat <, We  were  never  out 
of  meat  that  I  can  remember  and  usually  had 
a  good  supply  of  dry  wood  to  burn0 

I  used  to  enjoy  to  watch  the  nice  fresh 
water  running  through  both  pastures,  and 
how  thrilled  the  boys  were  to  spear  fish 
there.  I  was  once  persuaded  by  Mrs.  Cook, 
who  lived  on  the  Fisher  farm,  to  go  along 
and  watch  the  men  spear  fish 0 She  was  close 
to  6  feet  tall  and  could  jump  from  lump  to 
lump,  I  was  to  short  and  often  plunged  in 
the  water  while  the  fishing  lights  went  on. 
I  never  went  fish  spearing  again^but  often 
have  wished  for  a  taste  of  those  good 
fresh  fish. 
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I  remember  of  one  time  when  brother  JoeP 
(who  left  this  world  so  suddenly)caught  a 
large  turtle 0  He  took  her  head  off  and 
hung  it  on  the  bell  post^  It  seems  I  can 
still  see  it  moving  and  jerking  its  legs 
all  afternoonoLater  he  dressed  it  and  we 
had  a  turtle  dinner0The  meat  was  as  white 
as  frog  legs  and  was  really  good^

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THE  TALE  OF  MENNO  L  HERSHBERGER 
As  I  was  requested  to  give  a  little  history 
of  our  family  and  myself,  I  will  try  and  do 
so r  but  I  suppose  what  interests  me,  may  be 
of  little  interest  to  others , 

I  was  born  10  years  after  my  parents  moved 
to  the  old  homestead,  which  is  still  ^in  the 
family,  owned  by  brother  Neil,  the  -first  I 
can  remember  is  about  60  years  ago  when  they 
built  the  new  barn, and  tore  down  the  old  one, 
The  next  year  I  started  to  school  in  a 
little  one-room  school  housed  remember  how 
scared  X  was  and  the  first  few  days  seemed 
pretty  long,  There  were  mostly  all  Amish 
scholars  and  we  had  some  very  good  teachers, 
but  I ?m  afraid  I  didn't  always  take  an  inter¬ 
est  in  school  work  the  way  I  should  have  or 
like  the  teachers  wanted  me  to. 

When  I  was  6  years  old  I  well  remember  the 
day  when  I  went  with  father _ to _ pick  pears 
on  the  Fisher  farm,,  I  was  _  sitting  on  the 
ground  ground  close  to  the  tree  when  father 
steped  on  a  dead  limb, and  fell  head  first  o 
the  ground t  breaking  his  collar  bone  and  arm. 
He  told  me  to  run  home  and  get  help  which  I 
did  in  hurry,  and  Bro,  Joe  and  Henry  Kurtz 
carried  him  in  the  house,  Bro,  Joe  then  went 
on  horseback  to  get  the  Dr, who  set  the. bones 
without  any  dope  to  deaden  the  pain,  it 
seemed  that  father’s  eyes  got  worse  from 
then  on,  so  that  in  his  last  years  he  was 

entirely  blind. 

There  was  always  plenty  of  work  on  the 
farm,  and  in  the  spring  after  school  was  out 
we  had  to  haul  the  winter’s  manure  and 
spread  it  by  hand.  That  pile  looked  like 
a  little  mountain  and  I  thought  we  would, 
never  get  through ?but  then  we  would  be  plan 
ningon  going  after  suckers  in  the  evening 

with,  home  made  spears  <> 

Mother  and  we  children  would  go  through 
the  old  orchard  and  gather  Maurchels  (sponge 
mushrooms) .1  still  have  a  longing  for  those 
good  apples  from  the  old  orchard.  Many  kinds 

that  do  not  grow  anymore,, 
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Mother  always  had,/  a  wonderful  garden*, 
Not  plowed  hut  spaded  by  hand, some  large 
and  some  small  beds,  with  clean  paths 
between. We  children  used  to  have,  lots  of 
fun  playing  tag,  trying  to  jump  from  one 
path  to  another,  untill  we  got  to  care¬ 
less  and  would  step  on  the  vegetables  , 
Then  it  ment  stay  out  and  we  did  not  ex¬ 
pect  them  to  say  it  the  second  time!  Mv-. 
how  that  whip  would  sting  and  smart 9  and 
maybe  made  us  a  little  smarter  too„ 

As  I  remember  it  Father  never  cared 
much  for  hunting  and  fishing,  but  Mother 
went  fishing  with  us  many  times.  Even  if 
we  did  have  to  work  hard,  we  still  were 
allowed  our  innocent  pleasures. 

I  remember  when  we  planted  everything 
by  hand,  and  when  we  got  our  first  one 
row  corn  planter.  How  I  used  to  ride  the 
horse  for  the  planter  and  cultivator 9 and 
I  thought  I  had  the  hardest  job  trying 
to  make  old  Dolly  walk  straight  down 
those  long  rows  of  corn,  in  the  hot  sun 
almost  falling  asleep,  untill  I  got  a 
sharp  reminder  from  the  driver.  We  did 
all  the  haying  by  hand  and  would  haul 
the  wheat  and  oats  into  the  barn.  After 
it  went  through  the  big  sweat,  the  big 
seperater  and  steam  engine  would  pull  in 
and  do  the  thrashing. 

I  remember  our  first  ice-cream  freezer 
and  how  the  neighbors  would  get  together 
in  the  evenings  to  eat  ice  cream.  You 
couldn't  buy  ice  cream  or  even  ice  at  that 
time  so  the  neighbors  would  go  together 
and  put  ice  away  in  the  winter..  One 
evening  we  invited  some  friends  to  come 
and  eat  ice  cream  and  they  all  came  but 
one,  He  said  he  didn't  care  for  any 
because  they  take  the  ice  out  of  the 
river  where  the  boys  go  swimming  in  the 
summer. 
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We  used  to  have  plenty  chestnut  trees 
and  lots  of  chestnuts  of  different  sizes. 

No  two  trees  were  alike  and  how  we  would 
look  forward  to  those  Oct.  frosts  to  open 
up  the  burrs. 

There  used  to  be  plenty  of  wild  game, 
especially  rabbits  and  squirrels.  No  city 
hunters,  no  game  limits,  but  later  the 
limit  was  10  rabbits  a  day. I  think  I  knew 
about  all  the  brush  pile  and  rabbit  holes 
for  miles  around.  I  think  I  have  done  my 
share  of  night  hunting  for  coon, skunk  and 
oppossum  as  furs  used  to  bring  a  good 
price.  I  got  as  high  as  $10  for  coon,  $5* 
for  skunk,  $18.  for  mink,  and  $1.50  for 
oppossum.  Now  days  there  is  not  much 
demand  for  furs  and  I  am  content  to  let 
the  younger  generation  do  that  (silly) 
night  tramping.  I  still  get  a  thrill  when 
I  hear  the  music  from  a  good  night  dog. 

A  person  could  go  on  and  on  and  tell 
about  the  good  old  days,  but  it  might  be 
of  little  help  to  us  spiritually,  which 
Jesus  said  should  come  first  at  all  times. 

When  I  think  back  to  the  days  at  home 
there  were  nine  of  us  children. First  Bro. 
Jonas  passed  away  after  enduring  much 
suffering.  His  tongue  was  so  swollen  that 
he  couldn't  talk,  but  his  mind  was  clear 
and  he  would  write  on  a  paper  what  he 
wanted  to  say.  Then  Sister  Lizzie  left 
this  world  in  1947,  and  Bro.  Joe  in  1952. 
Which  will  be  next? 

I  still  have  pleasant  memories  of  Father 
trying  to  help  us  in  any  way  possible. 
Mother  had  a  great  gift  for  singing,  in 
German ‘or  English  and  it  seems  I  can 
almost  hear  her  singing  yet,  as  she  went 
about  her  work,  maybe  knitting  a  pair  of 
socks  or  mittens  for  us. 

Now  they  have  gone  to  their  reward.  Let 
us  all  try  to  follow  their  footsteps,  so 
we  may  all  meet  in  that  blessed  Home  beyond.
